4. Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103 as being unpatentable over Adamchick 
patent no. 5,761,668. 

5. Adamchick was cited as prior art in the last office action. The rejections are respectfully 
maintained and incorporated by reference as set forth in the last office action. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In the 
previous Office action, the 103 rejection has been applied as obvious in view of the Adamchick 
patent. The Examiner believes that feature of "adding an integer to another numbers to generate a 
sum" is well-known in the art and well-applied in many exclusively operations. For example, 
odometers and other registers turn over when they are full by adding 5 to a 3 -digit register containing 
999 will produce 004. In this case, the three digit decimal number of the claim is used to represent 
the day of a 365-day of a year. Thus, adding 5 to 364 would yield 369, not the desired 004. The 
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addition of 635 turns a module- 1000 register into a module-365 register because it would make a 
decimal register into a year-day register.
